He was a man of

He was 
stricken with paralysis in Jan. 1904 
being confined to his bed most all the

If 
we use one hundred billions per an­ 
num, in nine to thirteen years our tim­ 
ber will all be gone. 
We have now

lion acres in our national reserves.

should not have enough. 
If It costs 20 acres a Sunday or 40 
acres a week, or 2.080 acres a year to 
print one daily newspaper, what does 
It cost in acreage to print all the 
newpapers in all the cities and towns 
of America? 
Add to this the enormous 
editions of our magazines. 
Add to this 
the paper used in boobs. 
I he total 
staggers the Imagination, and yet the 
amount of timber cut for pulp in the 
United States annually is less than S 
per cent of what is cut for lumber. 
Last year we made more than 315,000,- 
000 lead pencils. 
A lead pencil is not 
very large, but the total number of 
lead 
pencils 
required 
7,300,000 feet 
of 
cedar. 
We 
have cedar 
enough 
to last us Just twelve years. 
More than 100,000 acres of timber, 
in the whole United States, are cut 
over every working day. 
We use many 
tinms more timber per capita than any 
other nation, 
We have left not over 
450.000,000 acres bearing commercial 
timber. 
Cast up in your mind some of 
the small demands of industry upon 
this supply. 
Our railroads are said to 
use one-third of the industrial timber 
cut for ties. 
Suppose we could cut IOO 
ties to the acre; we should require a 
million acres a year for ties. 
We an­ 
nually reap for telegraph and tele­ 
phone poles somewhere between three 
and four million acres of land. 
Oar 
tanneries two years ago required 1,370,- 
000 cords of bark.— Emerson High, In 
Everybody's.

long period of public life would call for 
the w riting of the legislative history of 
the last four decades. 
There were few 
m easures enacted by Congress during 
that time which do not bear the im 
print of his mind. 
His work was quiet 
ly done, but It w as none the less ef 
fective. 
He was not one of the “mag 
netie” men of his time. 
He was not 
the originator of striking policies. 
He 
was deliberate and cautious. He aimed 
to keep abreast w ith the people rather 
than to take the lead and Invite them 
to follow. 
If he had been more bold 
and self-nRsertlve his chances for 
presidential 
nomination 
would 
have 
been better, but his conservatism saved 
him from the perils which sometimes 
beset more aggressive men. As it was 
all who knew him put full faith in his 
Judgment. They knew th at they would 
be committed to no rash m easures by 
following him. 
He was the model dis­ 
creet and safe legislator. Mr. Allison's 
death is deplorable because there are 
not so m any men of his stam p In pub­ 
lic life th at one of them can easily be 
spared 


A recent exam ination of more than 
two thousand school children in New 
York City disclosed the fact th at the 
teeth of nearly three-fourths of them 
needed treatm ent. 
Of more than th ir­ 
teen hundred pupils, only two had ever 
had a tooth filled. 
It Is reckoned th at 
there are more than tw enty million 
school children in the United States, 
hardly any of whom are wholly free 
from defective te e th ; and as age in 
creases the trouble becomes more con­ 
spicuous. 
It is the same all over the 
world. 
Decayed teeth are characteris­ 
tic of civilization. 
So general is this 
abnormal condition th at dental decay 
has been called “the people’s disease.” 
An Interesting movement has recently 
started In Boston to combat the evil 
by organized effort. A committee known 
as the Dental Hygiene Council, repre­ 
senting the dental profession and socie­ 
ties In M assachusetts and the T ufts 
and H arvard dental schools, has pre­ 
pared a small, concise leaflet on the 
"Care and Use of the Teeth.” This was 
distributed first through the Municipal 
Bath D epartm ent, which his charge 
of the six free gymnasiums in the city 
and the public baths. 
Tho leaflet was 
also supplemented by short talks to the 
children who frequent the baths and 
constitute the classes In the gym nasi­ 
um s; and since then the Instructions 
hnve been distributed by many social 
settlements, 
hospitals, 
consumptives’ 
homes and camps, public schools, and 
even large business houses. 
Tile Bos­ 
ton Tuberculosis Association has incor­ 
porated a dental exhibit In its.traveling 
exhibitions and libraries, and one will 
be presented to the National Tuberculo­ 
sis Congress 
which 
will be held In 
W ashington during tile coming autum n. 
The im portance of the m atter needs no 
argument. 
Everywhere it is recognized 
th at had teeth not only cause Indiges­ 
tion, but are a fruitful source of dis­ 
ease of the throat, nose and mouth, and 
offer avenues of adm ittance to germs of 
many constitutional diseases. The final 
hope of those who have Instituted this 
excellent work is a system of compul­ 
sory exam ination of the teeth of school 
children such as already prevails in 
many German cities. 


MAMMOTH CAVE. 


It F u rn ish ed the Saltpeter for the 
W ar of I S I2. 
There is an interesting bit of history 
connected with the cave. 
Few Ameri­ 
cans are aw are th at it helped to save 
the country in the w ar of 1812 by fu r­ 
nishing saltpeter for the m anufacture 
of gunpowder, but such Is the case. 
The powder used by Old Hickory In 
whipping the British so handsomely at 
New Orleans In 1815 Is said to have 
been made with saltpeter from Mam­ 
moth Cave. 
As early as 1800 a Mr. 
Fowler obtained, it 
Is 
said, 100,000 
pounds of niter from the twenty-eight 
limestone caverns th at had then been 
dlHoovered in Kentucky. 
In 1806 Dr. Samuel Brown of Lex­ 
ington rode a thousand miles on horse­ 
back to Philadelphia to lay before tho 
American Philosophical Society, In ses­ 
sion there, the facts about the pres­ 
ence of niter in these caverns, saying 
that the deposits would be especially 
valuable In case of w ar w ith any for­ 
eign power. 
Brown did not mention 
Mammoth Cave by name at that time, 
and the probability Is, as local trad i­ 
tion asserts, th at it was first discov­ 
ered by whites In 1801) when a hunter 
named Houchlns or H utchins entered 
it in pursuit of a wounded bear. 
Bay­ 
ard Taylor says It w as first discovered 
in 1802, but does not give his author­ 
ity. 
The only value set on It at first 
was for the nitrous earth lr contained. 
For this a Mr. McLean paid $40 for 
the cave and 200 acres of land around 
its mouth. 
McLean sold It to a Mr. 
G atew ood; he to Messrs. G razt and 
Wilkins, who derived a fortune from 
the saltpeter made there during the 
war of 1812. 
The embargo cut us off 
from any other supply, and the output 
of saltpeter from this cave enabled our 
m anufacturers to make sufficient pow­ 
der to carry on the war.—-New York 
Post.

D isordered P ersp iration . 
The perspiration is a w atery secre­ 
tion of certain curiously colled glands 
In the skin. 
It used to be thought that 
it served a useful purpose in removing 
waste m atters from the system, and 
there is no doubt th a t It does so in a 
measure, but it cannot compare in this 
respect w ith the secretion of the kid 
neys. 
Indeed, It is ninety-eight 
and 
eight-tenths p arts w ater, and the solid 
p art Is chiefly chlorid of sodium, which 
gives It the well-known salty taste. Its 
function is to moisten the superficial 
layer of cells in the skin, and so facill 
tate their rem oval; but its chief use Is 
believed to be to regulate the tempera 
ture of the body and prevent, by evap­ 
oration, excessive and dangerous h ea t 
The quantity secreted depends much 
upon the tem perature of the air, exer­ 
cise, and the am ount of fluid d ru n k ; 
but it averages between th irty and forty 
ounces a day. 
It varies in Inverse proportion to the 
secretion of the kidneys. The secretion 
Is constant summer and w inter, day and 
night, but ordinarily evaporation keeps 
pace with It, and it does not appear as 
moisture on the sk in ; this is called the 
insensible perspiration, while th at vis­ 
ible as w ater is called the sensible per 
splration. 
It Is decreased In am ount In certain 
diseases, such as diabetes, In which the 
kidney secretion is enormously increas­ 
ed, and in ichthyosis—a dry scaly dis 
ease of the skin. 
Increased perspiration may be purely 
nervous In origin, as seen in the beads 
on the forehead of one who is em bar­ 
rassed, or the cold sw eat of fear, or 
some other powerful emotion. 
Iii some 
cases the increased perspiration is local­ 
ized in the hands and feet. 
If this is an 
expression of general weakness, tonics 
and good food may correct the condi­ 
tion, but usually local treatm ent 
Is 
called for. 
Immersing the palm s of the 
hands or the soles of the feet in water 
as hot as can be borne for about five 
minutes, and then, after drying, dusting 
them with a very finely powdered boric 
acid is often of great service. 
The m oist hand may be kept dry by 
frequent application to the palms of a 
saturated solution of boric acid in co­ 
logne w ater. 
The perspiration th at occurs at night 
in consumption and other diseases ac­ 
companied with hectic fever is often 
very distressing. The quantity of w ater 
exuded Is sometimes enormous, soaking 
not only nightclothes, but the entire 
bedding and m attress. 
If the patient’s 
condition will permit, a hot bath of four 
or five m inutes' duration at bedtime 
will sometimes prevent or lessen night 
sweats. 
If this 
is not permissible, 
sponging w ith hot vinegar and water 
may be tried. A glass of milk and half 
a dozen crackers taken at midnight will 
also occasions ly be 
found 
useful.— 
Youth’s Companion.

Under hl9 
command the Miami took p art In the 
defeats of Ilarm ar and S t Clair, but 
did not hold fast to the confederacy of 
tribes in later years. 
In 1812 the 
Miami did not Join the B ritish cause, 
and some of their w arriors even took 
p art with the American garrison dur­ 
ing the siege of Chicago, but fled at 
the first volley when the fam ous mas­ 
sacre began. 
The tribe divided about tw enty years 
later, p art going to Kansas, and u lti­ 
m ately to Indian territory, while the 
rest remained in the ancestral home. 
Those who went west 
now 
number 
about IOO, nearly all mixed bloods, and 
m ostly classed as white men in the 
federal census. 
Those who stayed in 
Indiana num ber 439, according to a re­ 
cent payroll, while only 243 of the 
num ber had enough Indian blood to be 
classified as red men in the United 
States census, the rest 
being 
seven- 
eighths white. 
In all probability the 
Miami never totaled more 
than 
900 
souls. 
The Mohegan, a branch of the Dela­ 
ware, and ranking specially high in the 
aristocracy of 
th at 
tribe, inhabited 
Connecticut when the Pilgrim s landed. 
They became friendly with the whites, 
and aided in the wars with the Pequots 
aud King Philip. Treated w ith the ut­ 
most kindness by the people of Con­ 
necticut, they were given iands, mis­ 
sionaries, and every incentive to civil­ 
ization. 
They still rem ain on th eir farm s in 
Connecticut, and are officially recog­ 
nized as owning a reservation, so far as 
the S tate is concerned, while they are 
not even mentioned in 
the 
United 
S tates Indian reports. 
About 225 of 
them, of whom 150 have the appear­ 
ance of full-blood Indians, yet linger In 
Connecticut, the rem nants of a people 
th a t m ust have numbered 1,500 or more 
200 years ago.

The 
most Injurious thing Is continual bend­ 
ing backw ard and forward, as in wfoat 
is called th e “panting” of a boller end. 
As London Engineering puts It, steel 
has a som ew hat “tum ultuous youth,” 
but “In m iddle age It is trustw orthy, 
and In old age beyond reproach.” 
In 
regard to corrosion, there Is difference 
of opinion, some holding th a t steel cor­ 
rodes m ore readily than Iron. 
One of th e most astonishing objects 
In the heavens, especially when photo­ 
graphed, is the great nebula in the con­ 
stellation Andromeda, which is visible 
as a m isty speck to the naked eye. 
It 
has long puzzled actronomers, because 
while Its structure—a series of 
vast 
rings 
surrounding 
a central m ass— 
suggests a 
gaseous 
constitution, 
Its 
spectrum Is continuous, resem bling th at 
of the sun. 
It has been suggested th at 
it m ay be composed of sta rs constitut­ 
ing a universe external to ours. Recent 
studies of its parallax, however, indi­ 
cate th at it is nearer to us than some 
of the well-known stars, such as Ca­ 
pella. and J. Ellard Gore, the English 
astronom er, points out 
th a t 
if 
the 
Andromeda nebula were assum ed to be 
an external universe, having a diam eter 
com parable w ith that of 
the 
Milky 
Way, Its m ass would be forty million 
million m illion times the m ass of the 
sun. 
T his Is regarded as incredible, 
and so m ay be taken as an additional 
argum ent in favor of the view th a t this 
nebula is a member of our system.

UNIQUE ASTRONOMICAL CLOCK. 


R e m a r k a b l e 
M e c h a n i s m 
S h o w * 
A l l 
t h e M o v e m e n t * oJ t h e E a r t h . 
All the movements of the earth are 
represented by a remarkable astronom­ 
ical clock which yesterday was placed 
on public view at the American Muse- 
um of Natural History, says the New 
York Herald. 
It was designed by Dr. 
Herman C. Bumpus, the director of 
the Institution, and is the result of 
months of patient experiment. 
It not only shows the daily rotation 
of the earth upon its axis, but the mo­ 
tion about the sun, and also demon­ 
strates through all the year the chang s 
which cause the march of tile seasons. 
The earth is a globe of paper com­ 
position four foot In diameter, while 
the sun is a stereopticon placed at a 
distance of ten feet. 
The light from 
tho stereopticon shines upon the sphere 
In such a maimer as to illuminate half 
of it at a time. 
The shadow of a wire 
which Is back of tile lows correspond^ 
to the meridian of New York. 
The earth is caused to revolve by 
means of a shaft which derives its 
power from a small Howard steeple 
clock. 
This shaft passes through a 
wooden tunnel and communicates its 
power to bevel gears, which cause the 
sphere to He always changing its poise. 
By watching the meridian shadow 
the observer can always tell the time 
of day with mathematical accuracy. 
No device of its kind has ever been 
exhibited in a museum for the instruc­ 
tion of the public, and this astronom­ 
ical clock rivals In its accuracy and In 
the painstaking way in which it is con­ 
structed the most delicate instruments 
to be seen in well-equipped observa­ 
tories. 
The contrivance was construct­ 
ed by W. II. Beers, an expert mechan­ 
ician connected with tho museum. 
It was the original intention to have 
merely a globe showing tile one motion 
of the earth, but as tho scheme devel­ 
oped through experiments the present 
elaborate 
clock was 
gradually per­ 
fected. 
On the ground floor of tile museum is 
another device showing the revolution 
of the earth about the sun on a larger 
scale. 
The orbit swings through the 
entrance hall and over the Information 
bureau and into tlx* hall of forestry, 
while in the center of the foyer the sun 
shines for all.
